The owner of the work Is in 
a state which can best be’ de- 
scribed as biagk ineommu- 
nicability, and his wrath has 
in no way diminished since 
learning that because he failed 
to - purchase the copyright 
from the artist for a fee, the 
artist can allow the photo- 
graphs to be reproduced in- 
definitely. 

The situation was in no way 
improved when it. was dis- 
closed that the artist informed 
the owner of the work that 
the photographs had been 
taken. He informed the 
owner out of commen cour- 
tesy, though legally he did not 
have to say anything. Not 
only this, in each of the three 
cases the name of the owner 
was given-in full. 3 

Fortunately I am able to re- 
portthat-in this case the 
owner of the work shows 
signs of admitting his error 
and there is every chance that 
he will be commissioning this 
artist once again—though next 
time, if he wants it, he'll buy 
the copyright for his own use.

You should 
now remove some of the seed- 
lings from each group to give 
space, Prick out into other 
containers -as soon as pos- 
sible. 

(2) Water only when neces- 
sary. Stand the container in 
a basin of water reaching half- 
way up the sides, and allow 
the water to seep in gently.
